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It ‘then said that the number the 


only 182 men might have to be 
grounded with loss of flight pay. 

However, not mentioned was the 
fact that the Army’s projected 
strength for officer aviators on 
flight pay as of 30 June this year 
was 6800. So the immediate cut—to 
all intents and purposes—was 362 
officers, or 5.3 percent of total 
Army aviation officers on flight 
pay. 

The ceiling on the number of 
officers who can draw flight pay, 
and not the actual cut, was the 
harsh limitation on the Army. On 
13 August, the Army issued a call 
for young officers to train as fixed 
and rotary wing aviators, calling 
for 125 a month‘ and, in effect, 
promising that 85 every month 
would get wings and flight pay. 

Thus, some 1020 new Army avia- 
tors entitled to flight pay will be 
turned out every year. With a 
ceiling on the number of men 
who can get the extra money, some- 
thing has to give, it was explained, 
and it probably will be at the top 
grades. 

Hf the ceiling is not lifted, the 
Army will be short 3062 pilots by 
1965 and 5362 by 1970. 

To many “old” combat command 
pilots in the Army this may mean 
a big pay cut. A major with 14 to 
16 years service on flying status 
gets about $220 a month flight pay 
and a lieutenant colonel with 18 
years gets about $245 a month 
extra if he is flying. 

A second lieutenant with less 
than two years gets about $100 
a month for flying. 

The DOD order was the result of 
an act of Congress and cut across 
all services. In the six months 
starting 1 January, Air Force. will 
lose flight pay for 2295 officers,

Special EM Reports Asked 


WASHINGTON — The Army— 
for the first time in 10 years— 
called for an evaluation report on 
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EM this week and while it was ap- 
plicable only to enlisted personnel 
on special oversea assignments, 
such as MAAGs and missions, it 
could be used in the future in EM 
manpower management. 

Normally, on change of station, 
there had been only the usual ef- 
ficiency report giving character 
rating and efficiency capability. 
Now for EM in the Regular Army 
assigned to a MAAG, mission, 
joint headquarters or U. S. Army 
attache system there will be a com- 
plete evaluation report, much like 
that made on an officer. 

In an entirely new regulation is- 
sued by the Army, oversea com- 
manders of such EM were ordered 
to. make evaluation reports on EM 
when the EM completes his as- 





signment. The regulation (623- 
206) declared that the evaluation 
report then would be used when 
an EM is given or seeks a future 
special oversea assignment. 

This, it was reported, will pre- 
vent the Army from sending pos- 
sible “ugly Americans” overseas if 
they do not make good on a spe- 
cial oversea assignment. 

It was not known how many 
EM are affected by the order. The 
Army has some 5000 officers. and 
EM at MAAGs, missions and at- 
tache offices abroad, plus those 
serving at International Headquar- 
ters and joint headquarters. There 
was no breakdown on how many 
were EM.

Promotions on Rise 
ump’ Men Go 


WASHINGTON—In the fall of 
1940 —_ 20 years ago— Army Na- 
tional Guard divisions were being 
called up into federal service, and 
now, this month, temporary promo- 
tions for officers are beginning to 
pick up sharply as men with 20 
years service start to hang up 
their sabers. 

The promotion outlook for this 
harvest month is_ particularly 
good, with 50 slated to go to full 
temporary colonel, 200 to lieuten- 
ant colonel, a surprising 500 to 
major and perhaps 500 to captain 
—all an improvment over Septem- 
ber. 


The trend is expected to stay 
good from now on to the new fis- 
cal year starting next July 1. Then 
promotions will drop somewhat, 
the Army said, but not too much. 

The Army had predicted last 
week that temporary promotions 
to major this month would be 400. 
But as the 20-year men from NG 
and ROTC units mustered into 
federal service 20 years ago are 
getting out the picture becomes 
a little brighter than expected. 


Early this month, DA Circular 
624-66 dated 14 Sept. 1959, the 
recommended list for temporary 
promotion to major, will be ex- 
hausted. A new list has been 
selected and is now going through 
channel for White House approval. 

Once the new list is approved, 
the Army will start making pro-

$60 a Month 
Extra OK'd 
In Radar

WASHINGTON—Final re- 
sults of the May 1960 Pro- 
ficiency Pay tests were an- 
nounced this week and on the 
basis of these results Army 
commanders have been au- 
thorized to make approxi- 
mately 2000 new P-1 pay- 
ments beginning 1 October. 
The announcement was made 
in DA Message 517979, which 
also gave commanders a green 
light on 500-600 new P-2 pay- 
ments. 

The message announced cut-off 
scores for two MOSs, the last of a 
large group of specialties tested 
in May. Originally, the Army had 
hoped to grade all of the tests and 
announce the results before 1 Sep- 
tember, but because of the 
tremendous number of tests, the 
results were delayed on these two 
MOSs for one month. 

Officials said that approximately 
1800 armor crewmen (MOS 131) 
will draw P-1 pay for the first 
time as a result of the announce- 
ment. Some 200 EM will draw P-1 
pay in MOS 518 (construction 
foreman). The May testing was 
the second round for many of the 
armor crewmen, but construction 
foremen were tested for the first 
time in May. So all of the pay- 
ments in this MOS are new. 

The P-2 awards were authorized 


for radar repairmen (MOS 282). 
Although this was announced in 
the same message, the payments 


are not made on the basis of May 
testing. This MOS was not tested 
in May. 

There are 500-600 EM in the 
specialty, however, who have been 
receiving P-1 pay for at least six 
months, and the Army has now 
given commanders authority to 
award these men the additional P-2 
payments — bringing their pro-pay 
up to $60 per month. 

It was unknown just how many 
of those who were taking the 
armor crewman proficiency test

Army strength 31 Aug. was 
874,725. At the end of July it was 
874559. The Navy’s strength 31 
Aug. was 621,108 compared with 
617,907 on 31 July. Marine Corps 
strength was 174,598. On 31 July 


it was 173,034. Air Force strength 
totalled 814,100 on 31 Aug. On 
31 July it was 812,918.

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Half Million Servicemen Using Credit Unions

This means that they are 
earning an average of four percent 
interest on their savings, while 
getting loans at an interest rate of 
One percent a month on the unpaid 
balance. This is considerably lower 
than the cost of loans at some 
banks and almost all stores and 
auto dealers.

Another speaker defending mili- 
tary credit unions was Charles E. 
Hoffman, of Fitzsimons General 
Hospital at Denver, Colo. In re- 
plying to a Wall Street Journal 
article attacking such “socialistic” 
military fringe benefits as PXs, 
commissaries and credit unions, 
Hoffman said: 

“. |. in the Wall Street Jour- 
nal and certain other minor pub- 
lications military credit unions 
have been attacked as unfair to 
private business . . . The fact is 
that credit unions are providing 
services to the military that they 


cannot get any other way. The 
fact is that military personnel 
have been unmercifully exploit- 
ed by credit merchants of the 
lowest type... ~- 

“We have nothing to be ashamed 


of in our effort to protect military 
personnel from some of the worst 
abuses.that now exist in the busi- 
ness world, and nothing to be 
ashamed of in the contribution we 
are making to the morale of the 
armed forces.” 

At the conference, the delegates 
exchanged information on such 
problems as collecting from awols, 
getting advance information on 
early-outs and transfers, swapping 
credit information between posts, 
and having a borrower’s new post 
credit union take over the handling 
of a loan made at his old post. 





In describing the growth of 


credit unions on military posts, 
conference chairman Dolan said a 
compilation of figures indicates a 
composite credit union has about 
5000 members, most of whom are 
in uniform. Such a credit union has 
assets of about $1.1 million, and is 
lending about $900,000 to members 
at any given time. 

He said more and more men in 
uniform are being elected to the 
boards of directors which control 
each post’s credit union. Dolan re- 
ported that in some ways, military 
people repay their loans better 
than civilians — particularly be- 
cause they can pay out of allot- 
ments, while civilians can’t. There 
have been proposals in Congress 
to change the rules so that Civil 
Service workers can get credit 
union allotments taken out of their 





paychecks, Civilians in some over- 





sea areas can take out allotments 
now. 

Dolan said the most common 
reasons for money are 
the purchase of cars and house- 
hold goods, and the consolida- 
tion of debts owed to high-rate 
lenders. 

Some credit unions, such as the 
one at Fort Myer, Va., don’t lend 
money on cars—as its president, 
Mrs, Agnes Loboda, explained: 
“We just don’t have enuogh money 
for car loans; we’d rather take 
such big sums and lend them in 
smaller amounts to a lot of people 
who want to pay off debts and get 
necessary household items.” 

Military personnel now are 
served by 469 credit unions. The 
Air Force has the largest number, 
205, while the Army has 125, the 
Navy has 115, the Marines have 15 
and the Coast Guard has nine.

The American people under 
the free enterprise system can sup- 
port whatever level of patriotic ef- 
fort and expenditures is needed to 
defend their freedom. 

“4. National complacency con- 
cerning the communist threat and 
our ability to counter it is an in- 
ternal enemy that deserves the 
full attention of all areas of our 
leadership. 

“5. The status of the professional 
military man deserves continuing 
review to assure that basic re- 
quirements of life, such as pay and 
housing, are maintained at levels 
commensurate with his unusual re- 
sponsibility and sacrifices. 

“6. The ability of our population 
to survive surprise attack through 
protective measures must be pro- 
vided for as a necessary element 
of our national deterrent posture.”

Supply Center Processes 


Over 20,000 Men Yearly 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Recent- 
ly 200 officers attending the In- 
fantry School’s advanced _ officer 
course at Fort Benning filed 
through the supply center to re- 
ceive equipment needed during 
the course. All 200 men were proc- 
essed in less than 13 minutes. 

This quick processing method 
has been developed by the sup- 
ply center because of the number 
of men who draw or are issued 
equipment each year. Between Oct. 
1959 and June 1960, the center 
processed more than 20,000 men 
and issued over 290,000 pieces of 
equipment. 

The value of the outgoing equip- 
ment is estimated by supply cen- 
ter officials to be more than 
$726,000 or enough money to pay 
for 180 new luxury limousines. 

Officials say that, in spite of 


the traf’7: at equipment issue and 
collection points, these phases of 
the operation are only a small part 
of the scene at the supply center. 

The 38 military and 16 civilian 
employes of the center are also 
kept busy supplying Fort Benning 








units with such expendables as 
paper clips, thumb tacks and rub- 
ber bands. Between October and 
June, the center distributed over 
$1 million worth of expendables. 

In addition, the center collects 
and issues surplus equipment from 
all over the post. 

One of the men sums up his job 
by saying, “If they bring it in, 
we'll take it. If they come after 
it, we'll give it to ’em.”

First U.S. ‘Measurement’ 
Center to Aid Research 


NEW YORK—Formation of an 
educational center vital to main- 
tain America’s space age security 
and scientific progress was an- 
nounced here this week by the 
dean of George Washington Uni- 
versity’s School of Engineering. 

Dr. Martin Mason, at a press con- 
ference held in conjuction with the 
annual meeting of the Instrument 
Society of America, said this 
country’s first Institute of Meas- 
urement Science will be estab- 
lished at the university in Wash- 
ington, D.C., with the support of 
the National Bureau of Standards 
and the Martin Co. of Baltimore. 


Through this new institute, 
Mason said, America hopes to over- 
come Soviet superiority in the 
science of measurement — met- 
rology — which has_ contributed 
greatly to Russia’s missile and 
space achievements. 

The urgency of the measurement 
problem has been reported by the 
National Bureau of Standards: 

“In 1956 the Soviets claimed they 
could make calibrations of tempera- 
ture measuring devices up to 6000 
degrees centigrade, and their 5- 
year plan called for extending this 
competence to 12,000 degrees by 
1960. 

“By contrast, in 1956 the U.S. 
Bureau of Standards had reason- 
ably satisfactory means for pro- 
viding temperature calibrations cf 
up to only 2800 degrees.” 

Today, NBS calibrations can be 
made only up to 4200 degrees cent- 
igrade—or about one-third of 
Soviet capabilities. 

Dean Mason pointed out that 
measurement is basic to all sci- 
entific knowledge. 

“Only when you can measure a 
thing and express it in precise 
numbers do you know something 
about it,” he said. He added that 
there is no field of modern tech- 
nology that does not depend on 
quality control and thus on meas- 
urement of one kind or another. 
The defense industries and space 
technology particularly depend on 
untra-accurate standards of pre- 
cision measurement. 

~ . 

NOT ONLY - ARE scientists 
searching for measurement meth- 
ods in the research field, but new 





emphasis is also being placed on 
minute measurements in industry. 

Dr. A. G. McNish, chief -of the 
metrology division of the Bureau 
of Standards, appearing with Dean 
Mason to stress the urgent national 
requirement for the new measure- 
ment center, said that increasing 
requests from industry for a source 
of talent to develop and use pre- 
cise techniques has resulted in an 
increasing load on the consulting 
services of the Bureau. 

Electronics and space industries, 
which feel the “measurement 
pinch” most acutely, have offered 
equipment, money and their own 
employes for students in support 
of an academic center for metrol- 
ogy. ~ 
“It is of the utmost importance 
to our needs at the Bureau that 
this center be established,” Dr. Mc- 
Nish added. “There has been noth- 
ing like it before in the field of 
scientific measurement. The very 
security of our nation and the 
future vigor of science, industry 
and commerce in America all de- 
pend on it.” 

- « . 

EXAMPLES OF the lack of ex- 
perienced people in the science of 
measurement in this country are 
awesome, Dr. McNish said. At NBS, 
he added, “we simply cannot get 
people with the proper training. 
Time and money are consumed be- 
cause we have to train them on the 
job ourselves. 

“During the past year requests 
by industry and government for 
calibration of gage blocks alone 
have increased from 300 to 1000 
monthly. As a result, a priority 
system had to be established. Pack- 
ing cases of important instruments 
of all kinds sent to NBS by in- 
dustry for calibration are overflow- 
ing into the hallways of the Bu- 
reau.” 

The importance of precision 
measurement is highlighted with 
an example of a moon rocket with 
a millionth of an inch error in the 
gyro axis of the guidance system. 
One millionth of an inch spells the 
difference between a_ successful 
probe and a complete miss. 

The first classes at the Institute 
of Measurement Science will be 
held beginning next February. 





New Signal 
Subcourses 
Announced 


FORT MONMOUTH, NQJ. 
—The Department of Non- 
resident Instruction, USA- 
SCS, has released two exten- 
sion subcourses according to 
an announcement by Brig.

Servo systems, using intricate 
electro-mechanical devices, supply 
the tremendous motive power 
needed to raise, turn, aim, and po- 
sition modern weapons and. their 
associated equipment. These sys- 
tems, instantly responsive to com- 
mands from an operator with a 
finger on a button or to impulses 
flowing from a master computer, 
are the indispensable robots of 
modern .weaponry. Without the 
great driving power and- precision 
of servo mechanisms, guns, mis- 
siles and radar disks would stand 
still and useless on their mounts. 
It is these servo systems—their 
basic principles and military uses 
—that are the subject of signal 
subcourse 135.

SIGNAL SUBCOURSE Alz2 in- 
troduces the student to the funda- 
mental principles of planning, en- 
gineering, building, and operating 
the radio stations that provide 
long-range, multichannel circuits 
in the Army’s worldwide communi- 
cation system. The _ subcourse 
covers such basic topics as: the 
special propagation problems en- 
countered in long-range transmis- 
sion; the selection of suitable trans- 
mitting frequencies; the main 
types of transmitting and receiv- 
ing equipment employed; the prin- 
ciples of rhombic antennas and the 
engineering of antenna parks; and 
the principles of siation operation 
and personnel management. 

These subcourses are available, 
free of charge, to qualified mili- 
tary and civilian personnel who 
submit a DA Form 145 through 
their commanding officers or unit 
advisors.

RIF Fight 


We're glad to hear from Col. “Jake” 
Carlton that the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion fight for an “anti-RIF” bill is far from 
over, though the House and Senate could not 
agree during the past session on provisions 
of HR 5132, The ROA executive secretary 
says he has received assurances from both 
House and Senate leaders that hearings will 
be held next year on the major issues which 
reached a point of disagreement. 

The House passed the “Reserve Officer 
Incentive Act” to provide a system of con- 
tracts under which Reserve officers would 
serve on extended active duty. The plan 
provided readjustment pay of two months 
for each year of active service to be given 
any Reserve officer released from active 
duty without cause. 

In the closing hours of the recent rump 
session of Congress the Senate approved a 
modified version of the House bill, deleting 
all provisions of the House bill relating to 
contracts and reducing the readjustment pay 
to one month for each year of active duty 
for “RIFed” officers. 

What the Senate fears, according to our 
best information, is that the bill embodies a 
contradiction in terms in stating that the 
measure is required as an inducement to re- 
tain reservists in service until retirement, 
while claiming that the measure would cost 
little because most officers would be kept 
until retirement. Senate leaders are wary, 
as well, of the mandatory contract provisions ike 
and the proposal that an officer could leave 
active duty after finishing a contract and. 
still get two months pay for each year 
served. Regular officers will soon want the 
same treatment, it is feared. 

The House subcommittee which drafted 
the bill called the Senate version “a great 
“ygervice to Reserve officers.” But Rep. 
Robert Sikes, who is chairman of ROA’s 
legislative advisory committee, still hopes 
for agreement.

Underage Bar Unfair

Army Times is to be congratulated for its 20 August editorial com- 
ments on the decision by the Comptroller General to deprive servicemen 
of retirement credit for any time served under the age of 17. 


This decision, coming on the heels of the 
application of the Hiss Act to unfortunate, 
unsuspecting servicemen, makes it appear 
that the Comptroller is seeking by fair 
means or foul to deprive as many men as 
possible of all or any part of their hard- 
earned retirement credit. 

From the viewpoint of an enlisted man 
who is losing almost a full year because of 
the Comptroller’s decision, I would like to 
point out that under-aged servicemen quite 
frequently have become career soldiers 
(possibly because we weren’t old enough 
to know better when we started). 

In any event, there probably are thou- 
sands of men in service today who would 
be civilians if they hadn’t started their 
military careers so early. Each time one of 
these men has reenlisted, he has done so 
with the thought in the back of his mind 
that he would be able to retire at a certain 
age, but now it seems that it was a mistake 





Under Cover 


In the course of trying to give its read- 
ers full value for their money each week, 
Army Times has been attempting for many 
months to pry out of the Pentagon the find- 
ings of the so-called “Williams Board’— 
which was supposed to survey the Army’s 
educational system and make recommenda- 
tions concerning its modernization.

President's Power 
On Defense Policy

_ GENERAL John B. Medaris, in his excellent 
book “Countdown for Decision,” suggests that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's experience in military matters is some- 


what dated. 


“The development in the field of military 


tactics and weapons since World War II,” General Medaris 


says, “have been so far-reaching 
that anyone whose personal ex- 
perience ended shortly after that 
war cannot hope to be abreast of 
today’s military needs in a really 
professional sense.” 

For this reason, the General 
doubts that having a soldier in 
the White House has helped the 
defense situation. 


This reporter would be in- 
clined to agree with this last 
statement, but not for the 
reason General Medaris adduces. 

a ae 


HAVING a soldier in the 
White House of such brilliant 
renown as General Eisenhower 
earned and richly merited for 
his command of the European 
theater of operations during 
World War II has not been help- 
ful to orderly progress in de- 
fense, not because the Eisen- 
hower experience was outdated, 
but because the President’s in- 
fluence on military decisions was 
disproportionate to his ability to 
keep in detailed touch with day- 
to-day occurrences. 

It is not, indeed, the President’s 
duty to do this, nor should he 
be expected to. He does not have 
the time. That is the businesss 
of the Secretary of Defense, and 
it is precisely because the 
glamour of the Eisenhower name 
overshadowed. and overawed his 
two first Secretaries of Defense 
Messrs. Wilson and McElroy— 
that neither of them ever was 
quite able to swing the weight 
which he should have swung in 
vital policy discussions. 

National policy—especially in 
cold-war times when there ex- 
ists an active and dangerous 
enemy who seeks to make his 
will prevail throughout the 
world—must be compounded of 
political, economic, military and 
psychological factors. All these 
should be effectively represented 
in the making of policy de- 
cisions. 

But when the President is him- 
self a man of scintillant military 
reputation, it is too easily as- 
sumed that this fact takes care 
of the military’ elements of 
policy—when in fact the Presi- 
dent should in all such discus- 
sions be confronted with just as 
vigorous and closely reasoned a 
presentation of the military re- 
quirements and risks, as seen 
by his Secretary of Defense and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, as he 


is with, for example, the fi- 
nancial side of the picture as 
seen by a tough-minded Secre- 
tary of the Treasury such as 
former Secretary Humphrey. 


WHEN a Humphrey insists 
forcefully, in the President’s 
presence, on having his. way 
about the defense budget, it 
takes a very confident Defense 
Secretary to stand up on his 
hind legs and fight for the mili- 
tary viewpoint just as forcefully 
—when the listening President’s 
name happens to be Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, lately the victorious 
Supreme Commander of the Al- 
lied Forces in Europe. 

In addition, it must be ad- 
mitted that President Eisen- 
hower has on occasion allowed 
himself to show some irritation 
with the attitude of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, irritation which 
had its origin not so much in 
what is called “inter-service 
rivalry” as in the basic fact that 
neither Secretary Wilson or Sec- 
retary McElroy ever understood 
how to make the JCS system 
work properly. 

It is only when the element of 
civilian decision, in the person 
of the Secretary of Defense, is 
brought into regular personal 
association with the element of 
military advice in the person of 
the Chiefs of Staff, that the best 
results are obtained. 


This is now being done with 
great success by Secretary Gates, 
and there have been very few 
recent complaints of “parochial” 
military viewpoints, and the like, 
from the White House.

THE JCS system is now work- 
ing as it was always intended to 
work, and as it did work in war- 
time under the close supervision 
of President Roosevelt. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that 
President Eisenhower’s military 
experience did not include serv- 
ice on the Joint Chiefs in war- 
time when the machine was 
working properly; when he be- 
came Chief of Staff of the Army 
after the war, his associates— 
Admiral Nimitz and General 
Spaatz—had been, like himself, 
commanders-in-chief in the field 
and had no first-hand JCS ex- 
perience.

Return to Duty 


DENVER, Colo.—At the opening session of the 13th 
Annual Symposium on Pulmonary Diseases, 19 September, 
lwo servicemen were given travel orders sending them 
back to military duty after winning their battle against 


the disease that a dozen years 
ago would have sent them into 
retirement. 

The pair became the 1056th 
and 1057th TB patients returned 
to duty after completing treat- 
ment at Fiztsimons since 1951. 
They are A1C James F. Katona, 
ordered to Valley Forge General 
Hospital for duty with the Air 
Force’s 1085th Medical Service 
Squadron; and Sp4 Roger Felton, 
who goes to Fort Riley, Kans., 
for duty with the ist Inf Div’s 
administrative company. Katona, 
a personnel specialist evacuated 
from Denham Air Force Station 
in England, has been in the Air 
Force since 1955. Felton, a cook, 
tramsferred to the hospital from 
Fort Hood, Tex., has been in the 
Army since 1956. 

The orders were delivered to 
the servicemen during the first 
session of the symposium, co- 
sponsored by the Colorado Uni- 
versity Medical Schoo] and the 
American Trudeau Society, ad- 
dressed by Maj.

THE NON-MILITARY SCENE

A Quick Visit Down 
A Famous Alley 











ACK in the 1690s, Colonists began 

building houses in Elfreth’s Alley, in 
what is now downtown Philadelphia. 
People still live in those tiny houses, just 
a few blocks from the Delaware River. 


Elfreth’s Alley is the oldest continuously-in- 
habited street in America. Where the original in- 
habitants were surrounded by great forests of 
chestnut, walnut and spruce (main downtown 
streets still bear those names), the 1960 Phila- 
delphians who live in Elfreth’s Alley are sur- 
rounded by second-hand furniture stores, grimy 
restaurant equipment dealers, office supply com- 
panies and. a brick-and-concrete jungle of small 
jobbers and wholesalers. Today’s occupants of the 
Colonial homes have to park their cars in an un- 
Colonial nearby parking lot. 

When I visited the place last Sunday, there 
were dozens of tourists wobbling on the cobble- 
stones and examining the 31 original tiny houses. 
Elfreth’s Alley is six feet wide—if you were to 
drive your car through it, your tires’ sidewalls 
would rub along both curbs. Down the middle of 
the alley is the old stone drainage ditch that has 
served for centuries.. All of the houses are 0oc- 
cupied except one—the one maintained by a non- 
profit organization dedicated to protecting the 
place from super-highway bulldozers and relent- 
less real estate promoters. 

+ s - 

MANY of the red and black bricks in the 
narrow houses were imported from England as 
ballast in the sailing ships that brought the Colo- 
nists to the new world. Some of the cobbles have 
been in place for a couple of hundred years. 


The houses, mostly one room wide and two 
and three stories tall, are remarkably tiny by 
today’s standards. The rooms are only a dozen or 
so feet wide, the stairways are a tight squeeze 
for a big man. The plaster was applied directly 
to the interior brick walls and some of the plaster 
is still in fair shape. The houses were built sturd- 
ily. Time respects good materials and the honest 
work of careful craftsmen. 

The heuses have simple lines, with fine 


Colonial deorways and. handsome touches of 
color on the wood doors and shutters. On many 
of the walls are the old fire-marks. These metal 
markers indicate the name of the company that 
insured each house against fire. Volunteer fire 
companies used te fight te be first to put out 
a fire, in order to collect the insurance. If an 
unmarked house were on fire, the firemen fre- 
quently would let it burn—there was no insur- 
ance money to collect. Some of those original 
insurance companies are still in business. 

Ben Franklin was a leader in the early fire 
insurance business, and he lived in the Elfreth 
Alley neighborhood. So did Dolly Madison. Among 
the original occupants of homes in the Alley were 
a cedar cooper, a shipmaster, a waggoner, a pew- 
terer, a windsor chair maker, a whitesmith and 
a widow who took in boarders. There also were a 
rabbi, a Friend and a French refugee. 

Many of the homes still have the original wide 
board floors, the shoe scrapers and marble steps 
worn smooth by more than a dozen generations 
of Americans. It comes as something of a shock 
to see a couple in 1960 dress emerge from one of 
the homes.

ONE OF the little girls who went to school in 
a court off the Alley was Elizabeth Griscom. 
When little Betsy Griscom grew up, she became 
an upholsterer’s apprentice at Webster’s Shop 
on 2d street below Chestnut: There she met and 
married apprentice John Ross, and in 1774 they 
opened up an upholstery shop around the corner. 
John became a soldier in the Continental Army 
and was killed in the war in 1776. 

Widow Betsy was asked to make the first Amer- 
ican flag officially adopted by the Continental 
Army and Navy, and she finished the job on 
June 14, 1777. At.Betsy Ross’ house last week, I 
learned a minor sidelight of history—the original 
design called. for the flag’s 13 stars to be six- 
pointed stars; because they were easier to make. 
But Betsy showed the officers how a piece of 
cloth can be folded in such a.way that one snip 
of the scissors results in a five-pomted star. And 
— why our flag’s stars. look the way they do 


that when he was chief of the 
pulmonary disease service at 
Fitzsimons in the late 40’s, the 
order was to discharge TB pa- 
tients after they were cured be- 
cause the rate of relapses was 
high. In the early 50’s, the order 
was changed and the trend was 
te restore the patient to duty. 

In 1952, five percent of the TB 
patients went back to duty when 
they were declared well. The per- 
centage doubled in 1953, and 
steadily increased until last year 
when 52 percent were restored 
to armed forces duty. A higher 
percentage will be more difficult 
to attain, Gen. Tempel explained, 
since the non-career servicemen, 
such as a draftee or reservist on 
six months active duty for train- 
ing, cannet be held for long 
term treatment.

THE ARMY Medical Service 
teams of doctors, nurses, corps- 
men, and physical and occupa- 
tional therapists can take great 
pride in the record of restored 
servicemen, Gen. Tempel said. 
He indicated further the great 
savings in costs accruing by 
eliminating the necessity to train 
new men to the same skill levels 
as the restored patients with 
their years of military experi- 
ence were it not for the success 
of the rehabilitation program. 

He coupled surgery with the 


anti-TB drugs and the ambula- . 


tory management of the patients 
in explaining the gains made in 
the successful restoration of 
soldiers to productive duty. 

“The follow-up studies made 
on tuberculosis patients going 
back to regular duty indicates 
the program is successful,” Temp- 
el declared. “The relapse rate 
is less than two percent. The pa- 
tients are pleased with the op- 
portunity of receiving treatment 
on a duty status in this and other 
service hospitals. Well trained 
and well motivated military man- 
power is conserved and great 
monetary savings result. The 
cost of retirement benefits and 
the funds required for the re- 
training of replacements of mili- 
tary personnel separated from 
the services because of tuber- 
culosis is significant, 

“From World War I to 1950, 
tuberculosis was the cause of 
tremendous manpower and mone- 
tary less to the army. 

Experience. prior to the era 
of specific chemotherapy of tu- 
berculosis showed that relapse 
rate after treatment was so high 
that it was not practical to re- 
turn patients to military duty 
even after successful treatment 
of tuberculosis. All patients with 
TB, therefore ,were permantly 
separated for tuberculosis.

“IN THE PAST 10 years, great 
strides have been made by treat- 
ment with anti-tuberculosis drugs 
and surgical resection so that 
it is now possible to treat suc- 
cessfully and return to active 
duty a high percent of well 
trained career motivated indi- 
viduals. 

“Of the 3948 military person- 
nel released from the Tuber- 
culosis Section at Fitzsimons 
from 1952 to the present, 1057 
or the equivalent of a battalion 
of men have been restored to 
duty,” Tempel said.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — To many soldiers, the ideal 
Army assignment is that of an instructor in the Infantry 


School, Fort Benning. 

It is even more appealing if 
that assignment happens to be 
with the Ranger Department’ of 
the school with further assign- 
ment to the Mountain Ranger 
Camp near Dahlonega, Ga. 

Located in the North Georgia 
Appalachian Mountain chain on 
the southern edge of the Chat- 
tahoochee National Forest, the 
camp is 11 miles from civiliza- 
tion. The isolation is ideal for 
the training of Rangers. 

The camp is a 400-000-acre na- 
tural training area, covering parts 
of four states. During their stay 
at the camp, students cover most 
of these acres. 

Ten classes a year come to the 
Ranger Camp, each for three 
weeks of rugged training. During 
the cycle, the average day for 
Ranger students and _ instructors 
alike is over 15 hours. 

The mountain camp is the last 
of three training locations for the 
Ranger students. The 9-week 
course, reputed to be the Army’s 
toughest, begins with a condition- 
ing period at Fort Benning, fol- 
lowed by a three-week session in 
the Florida swamps.

Power Plant 
Parts Moved 
In Greenland 


FORT EUSTIS, Va. — Seventy- 
one trailer loads . of sensitive 
nuclear power plant components 
were recently meved 12 miles 
across icy Greenland by the 61st 
Trans.

In a change to AR 135-16, the 
Army notes that nothing is more 
dear to a soldier’s heart than to be 
honored by his comrades at retire- 
ment.

The regulation tells commanders 
that “it is in the national interest 
and fitting to the occasion that re- 
servists are accorded appropriate 
official appreciation for their 
service. 

“Army Guard and Army Reserve 
officers have performed conscien- 
tious and faithful service in the de- 
fense of the United States over a 
period of many years, often at per- 
sonal expense, inconvenience, and 
hardship.

Is Misuse Killing Off the Warrant Officer Corps? 


(Editor’s Note: The chief warrant officer who wrote 
this article asked that his name be withheld from pub- 
lication. He is stationed in Alaska.) 


During the past few months, much has been said and 
written about the warrant officer situation and the so-called 
“new concept” of their careers. I noted with particular in- 
terest one article in Army Times which proclaimed that the 
future of the warrants looked bright. 


I concluded that this was the 
opinion only of the writer; cer- 
tainly not of the warrants them- 
selves. I have yet to talk to a 
single WO who shares this belief. 
On the contrary, most of us feel 
that we are steadily losing pres- 
tige and significance and even- 
tually will disappear. 

This is the fault of the “higher 
ups” who have failed to back us 
in situations where we cannot pro- 
tect ourselves. Areas where we 
need support are many, and I be- 
lieve that unless this support is 
* forthcoming soon the WOs will 
surely fade away. 

I further say that this is ex- 
actly what some factions of our 
Army are working toward. 

We are essentially specialists— 
at least, that is DA’s intent. But 
I submit that a study will reveal 
that few of us are, in fact, special- 
ists; rather, we are “jacks of all 
trades and masters of none.” 

Why? Because most command- 
ers pay little or no attention to our 
MOS when making duty assign- 
ments. They assign us where they 
want to and then pacify them- 
selves into believing that the job 
will be done “because a WO can 
be used anywhere.” Our experi- 
ence is usually of minor considera- 
tion.

for the second time did not _re- 
qualify for the award. But a 
spokesman said that about 70 
to 90 percent of those retested 
for pro-pay usually retain their 
qualification. He pointed out, how- 
ever, that annual recomputation of 
MOS criticality does cause this per- 
centage to fluctuate. 

Individuals who hold the MOSs 
listed in the cut-off announcement 
who did not take the May test or 
failed to get the minimum score 
will lose their proficiency pay as 
of 1 October, the message said. 

Now that the final results of 
the May tests have been announced, 
the Army will be working on the 
results of August proficiency test- 
ing. Officials at the Pentagon were 
unable to predict when the first 
results would be announced, but 
said it usually takes from 30 to 90 
days to get these tests graded and 
determine cut-off scores.

Circular 624-27. 

The circular points out that those 
being promoted must either pass 
a physical examination or have had 
an examination within the last 12 
months and have been found “fit 
for duty.”

He was the one who signed for 
all the property, but he was not 
the property officer. Who was the 
roster officer who ate one meal a 
day in the company mess and paid 
for it? The WO. The officers ate at 
home or at the club. 


The WO aiso took the company 
out for retreat. Where were the 
officers? At Happy Hour. 

These are just a few cases where 
the WO is misused. I could list 
many more. The fact is that any 
unpleasant or unwanted duty is 
passed to the WO and he hasn’t 
rank enough himself or support 
enough from the CO to prevent 
these things. 

* * * 

MANY OFFICERS do perform 
these duties as they should, but 
most don’t because it’s too easy 
to let the WO do it. Also, some 
COs are not willing to allow junior 
officers to do some of these things 
because “there isn’t time to train 
him, so let the WO do it since he 
already knows how.” 

I submit that so long as COs per- 
mit this sort of thing our young 
officers are being deprived of an 
opportunity to learn, and do, those 
things which will help them be- 
come good officers. 

We are told that we do not have 
“command responsibility.” Then 
why are we placed in positions of 
command? 

Can I form the company for re- 
treat or drill and not have com- 





mand over the men? Can I be OD 





and not have command of my 
guards? Can I be SDO without any 
authority? Can I take the company 
on a field problem and not have 
command over the men while we 
are out there? 


The answer to all of these 

is “no”, and we should 

not be put in these positions in 
the first place. 

I am sure that this was not in- 
tended by DA when the WO corps 
was created. We have drifted into 
these practices as a result of im- 
proper thinking on the part of 
COs and they are now habit and 
hard to quit. 

Let’s take up pay and promo- 
tions. An E-9 sergeant major with 
18 years service draws $420 base 
pay, while-a CWO-2 with 18 years 
service draws $406. Yet the E-9 
has, in most cases, two or three 
people working under him, while 
the WO has 18 or 20, as well as 
thousands of dollars in property 
signed to him, not to mention his 
officer responsibilities. 

Why should the E-9 be higher 
paid? Can anyone compare the job 
of sergeant major with the WO mo- 
tor officer, for example? 

When we get to the point where 
EM can draw more money than 
a WO with comparable years of 
service, then we have hit bottom. 

* aa * 

ANOTHER EXAMPLE: a first 
lieutenant is in grade 58 months, 
then becomes captain. A CWO-2 
stays in grade from 72 to 82 
months before advancing. 

I noted in a recent Army Times 
that many thousands of officers 
will be promoted this year while 
promotions of WOs will decrease. 
Yet someone has the gall to sug- 
gest that the future of the WO 
looks bright. 

Why does the officer who com- 
pleted as much as four years of 
enlisted service before commis- 


sioning draw pay for that, and the 
WO does not? Most WOs served 
many years as EM before appoint- 
ment. 


Quarters allowances and the as- 


area where some action is re- 
quired. A major with 16 years 
service and dependents draws 
$119.70 and a CWO-4 with the 
same years and family gets the 
same. A captain, however, with 
the same years and family draws 
$102.60. f 

Now, where does the captain 
get his quarters? Usually, in the 
same place as does the major. 
But where does the CWO-4 get 
his? He’s over with the lieuten- 
ants and WOs in the $94.20 area. 


If this was the intention of DA, 
why was the CWO-4 authorized 
the same allowance as the major? 
That CWO-4 should get the quar- 
ters he is entitled to, if they are 
available, but certainly the cap- 
tain would have to take the lesser 
ones because of the difference in 
allowances. 

Recently, DA published Circular 
611-7. It leaves much to be desired. 
The WOs expected that it would 
tell COs where they can and can- 
not use us, but it does not. 

Someone, somewhere, must 
make the rules and these rules 
must have some teeth in them. The 
commissioned officers must do the 
the chores that are properly his 
and the WO must do the same. 
The WO is a specialist and there 
he should remain. 

The only time the warrant offi- 
cer comes first is when the duties 
are being passed out, but on pay, 
promotions, housing etc., he comes 
last. On club dues, party assess- 
ments, uniforms, etc., he is quickly 
placed on a par with the officers. 

I think I can safely say that the 
future of the warrant officer looks 
anything but bright.

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Old Guard Is 176 Years Old 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower joined in a 
salute to the Army’s oldest 
active infantry unit at a color- 
ful retreat parade last week 
at Fort Myer, Va. 

The Chief Executive, along with 
approximately 3000 spectators, 
saw 1300 troops of the Ist BG, 3d 
Infantry (The Old Guard) parade 
as they celebrated the unit’s 176th 
organization day. 

“I felicitate you on the tremen- 
dous record in the service of our 
country that lies in your his- 
tory . . .” the President told 
members of The Old Guard. 
“And I look even with greater 
pride to your future, knowing 
that you will be ready always...” 

Others joining the President in 
his salute were Wilber M. Brucker, 
Secretary of the Army; Gen. L. 
L. Lemnitzer, Chief of Staff; Gen. 
George H. Decker, Army Chief of 
Staff and Maj. Gen. C. K. Gailey, 
commanding general of the Military 
District of Washington.

BEFORE ihe parade—the high- 
point of the day-long celebration— 
the Old Guard’s Fife and Drum 
Corps, dressed in Continental uni- 
forms, gave a demonstration of 
music and drill of the Revolution- 
ary War era. 

The unit’s crack, 15-man drill 
team also took part in birthday 
ceremonies. 

The celebration started early 
when Col. Richard M. Lee, battle 
group commander, gave a narration 
of the unit’s colorful history as 
soldiers dressed in various uniforms 
stepped forward. 

For the remainder of the morn- 
ing, Old Guard men competed in 
events on the drill field. The 
events—ranging from the serious 
to the comic—included field strip- 
ping of the M-1 rifle, readying 
mortars for action, reveille drill 
and noncommissioned officers relay. 

Two military techniques that 
could save a soldier’s life were 
demonstrated in the competition. 
Sp4 Wayne Schroeder of Co. D 
took apart and reassembled his 
M-1 rifle in 41 seconds for top hon- 
ors. A three-man team, also from 
Co. D, had an 81mm. mortar ready 
for action in 47 seconds to win 
their event. 

Judges also learned how 
fast a man can get out of bed in 
the morning—if he wants to—in 
the reveille drill. Sp4 Kenneth J. 
Sternberg led his long-john-clad op-

In the afternoon retreat parade, 
the men of the battle group de- 
monstrated the perfection that 
earned them the honor of serving 
as the official ceremonial unit for 
the President. 


THE OLD GUARD was organized 
by the Continental Congress in 
1784 as the First Sub-Legion. Its 
first action under the command of 
Gen. “Mad Anthony” Wayne, they 
scored a victory over the Indians 
in 1794 at Fort Recovery, Ohio. 


Later, its troops saw action 
against the Indians at Fallen Tim- 
bers, Ohio; in the War of 1812 in 
Ohio, at Fort Erie and in Canada, 
including the Battle of Lundy’s 
Lane; in the Mexican War; in the 
Civil War, including Bull Run, 
Antietam, Fredericksburg, Chan- 
cellorsville and Appomattox; in In- 
dian campaigns between 1840 and 
including Santiago; in War II in 
1887; in the Spanish-American War, 
France. 

The title, “The Old Guard,” was 
given the regiment by Gen. Win- 
field Scott in 1847 for the role its 
troops played in storming Chapul- 


‘tepec during the Mexican War. 
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For its showing in the battle, 
the 3d Infantry was given the hon- 
or of marching at the head of the 
column when the victorious Army 
made its entry into the city. 

As the unit approached, Gen. 
Scott turned to his staff members 
and said: “Gentlemen, take off 
your hats to The Old Guard of the

Ever Know 
A 52d Inf. 
Nickname? 


FORT CARSON, Colo.— 
The 1st Armored Rifle Bat- 


talion, 52d Infantry, has 
asked the Army Times for 
help in discovering if its par- 
ent regiment has ever had a 
distinctive nickname. 

The battalion adjutant, Capt. 
Robert W. Engberg, on 14 Septem- 
ber addressed a letter to the edi- 
tor of Army Times not only to 
discover if a nickname has ever 
been associated with the regiment 
but also soliciting letters from 
former members on the subject. 
Such letters, it was asked, should 
explain the significance of any 
names suggested. 

Two armored rifle battalions of 
the 52d Inf are active at present. 
The Ist ARB is part of the 2d 
U.S. Army Missile Command at 
Fort Carson. The 2d ARB, 52d 
Inf., is assigned to the 3d. Armd 
Div. in Europe. 

The 52d Inf. was established in 
May and June, 1917 and was organ- 
ized with a cadre from the llth 
Inf. It saw service in War I, with 
two campaign streamers awarded 
the regiment, as an element of the 
6th Div, From 1921 to 1942 it was 
inactive. 

* * + 

IN 1942 it was organized as an 
armored infantry regiment and 
made a part of the 9th Armd Div. 
In 1943 the regiment was broken 
up into three armored infantry 
battalions—the 52d, the 60th and 
the 27th, all of which were ele- 
ments of the 9th Armd Div. From 
September 1944 to May 1945 these 
battalions fought in Europe, re- 
ceiving three campaign streamers 
and two Distinguished Unit Cita- 
tions, the latter for Bastagne and 
Remagen Bridge. The 27th AIB 
also was cited in the Belgian Army 
Order of the Day for action in the 
Ardennes. 

In 1945 the battalions were in 
active and remained thus through 
the reformation of the regiment, 
which remained inactive, in 1950. 
In 1953 the regiment was again 
broken up, this time to form four 
armored infantry battalions—the 
52d, the 560th (former 60th), the 
527th (former 27th) and the 528th. 
These four battalions were de- 
scended from regimental headquar- 
ters, the Ist, 2d and 3d battalions 
respectively of the old 52d Inf. 
The 528th was in effect a “new” 
battalion, since in 1943 the 3d Bn. 
had been disbanded.

OF THE FOUR inactive armored 
infantry battalions formed, only 
the 52d became active before the 
52d Inf. was again reformed as 
a Combat Arms Regiment in 1957. 
This was the 52d AIB which was 
activated in 1956 and assigned to 
SETAF. In 1958 the 52d AIB was 
inactivated and rejoined the regi- 
ment. 

The ist ARB is based on Co. A 
of the old regiment and Co. A 
of the 560th (60th) AIB. The 2d 
ARB is based on Co. B of the regi- 
ment and Co. B of the 560th (60th) 
AIB.

THULE, Greenland—The move- 
ment of 150 Eskimos and most of 
their possessions has been chalked 
up as a successful operation by 
the Army Transportation Terminal, 
Thule. 

The Greenlanders were passen- 
gers aboard the Danish ship, Julius 
Thomsen, which steamed into the 
harbor here recently. The ship 
had made stops on her voyage up 
the western coast of Greenland, 


picking up Eskimos at many small 
villages. 
These passengers were bound 





for Dundas Village, a Danish 

settlement near Thule Air Base, 

where they would greet His 

Majesty King Frederik IX and 

Her Majesty Queen Ingrid of 

Denmark. 

Dundas Village lies only two 
miles from the pier at Thule by 
water. But by road it is a rough, 
wandering 12-mile ordeal. The 
services of the two LCMs operated 
by the Tule Terminal were made 
available by Lt. Col. Edward J. 
Beck, terminal commander. 

Dressed in a. colorful mixture 
primitive and modern clothes, the 





Eskimos filed down the ship’s lad- 
der into the Army’s landing craft, 
jostling each other with an air 
that bordered on sheer glee. 

Coxwains of the two LCMs were 
Sgt. Stephen R. Drozda and Sgt. 
Charles H. Frye. They were super- 
vised by CWOs Willard D. Hatch 
and Homer J. Cox. The men ob- 
served nothing that seemed to dis- 
turb the Eskimos.. Babies, peeking 
through the fur of their mothers’ 
parkas, and wind-tanned old men 
filed into the boat without fear or 
reserve. 

At Dundas, a village of color-

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Navy Unalarmed 
At Guantanamo 


WASHINGTON — US. Military 
strategists are prepared to hold 
the Navy’s base at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, at all costs despite Fidel 
Castro’s threats that Cuba may try 
to take it back. 

Greatest fear among American 
military planners is that there may 
be a political or diplomatic decision 
to give up the vital base. To do so, 
they claim, would damage U.S. 

restige not only in Latin America 
Put worldwide. 

Another fear is that Castro’s 
forces may provoke some major 
incident and that there will not 
be a quick decision to immediately 
retaliate. 

The Navy and Marine Corps, it 
was said, have plenty of power in 
the Caribbean to meet any situa- 
tion. Besides the 140 officers and 
EM of those services at Guantana- 
mo, the Navy has afloat the Ist 
Bn., 8th Marines of the 2d Marine 
Division, consisting of about 1100 
men. The rest of the division is 
battle-ready in North Carolina. 

There are some in the Navy 
who now say that they are sorry 
that the Army “disbanded” its all- 
Puerto Rican 65th Infantry which 
fought with the 3d Infantry Di- 
vision in Korea. This would have 
given the U.S. Spanish-speaking 
troops to use at Guantanamo. 

Actually, the 65th was not dis- 
banded. On 10 April 1956, at San 
Juan, it was remanded to Puerto

the Navy 560 and the Marine Corps 
116. 

But the Army was still hit the 
hardest, because the number of 
planes it has is increasing while 
the numbers of aircraft in the 
other services (with the exception 
of fighter support in the Marine 
Corps) are going down. 

The Army will be limited to 
6438 officers on flying pay status 
to man the 5791 aircraft it expects 
to have on next 1 July. The Air 
Force will have 70,620 pilots on 
flight status to man 18,346 planes 
it will have next year. The Navy 
and Marine Corps will have some 
22,000 pilots for an expected 8348 
planes on the next 1 July date. 

With increasing stress on battle- 
field mobility and use of both 
fixed and rotary wing aircraft, the 
cut in the number of officers who 
ean receive flying pay was some- 
thing of a solar plexus blow to 
Army aviation. 

The Defense Department, in its 
order, said that“some modification 
of this allocation may become nec- 
essary in accordance with changes 
in tactical requirements not fore- 
seen in their entirety at this time.” 

It added that the cuts were due 
to “the limitation imposed by the 
Congress in the Defense appropria- 
tion act.” DOD set the total number 
of officer aviators who can get fly- 
ing pay at 99,046. The imposed 
ceilings, by branch of service, plus 
projected strength for 30 June 
1961, the number of the cut and 
the percentage follow:

However, in the future, every 
EM selected for special oversea as- 
signment will know that he will be 
subject to an evaluation report. 


This is because the Army, it was 
explained, wants a fuller report 
on such men than a mere effi- 
ciency report. It wants to know 
not only character and efficiency 
ratings but how well a man and 
his family get along with foreign 
nationals in the country where he 
is stationed, his fluency in lan- 
guage and, in effect, whether he 
is a good salesman for America. 

If he receives a bad evaluation 
report, his chances for a future 
special overseas assignment would 
be nil. If the report is outstand- 
ing, it probably would get him re- 
assigned to a special oversea post, 
once he completes his CONUS 
tour, and allow him to make a ca- 
reer of such jobs. 

In the regulation, commanders 
are held responsible for insuring 
that: 

1. Each enlisted person is aware 
that he or she will be evalu- 
ated ... 

2. All enlisted personnel know 
who their evaluating and review- 
ing officers are. 

Commanders also were _ in- 
structed to “continually correct de- 
ficiencies and stimulate improve- 
ments in subordinates.” It added 
that the “time for such correction 
is when the need for them is ob- 
served, and will not be deferred 
unti] evaluation,”

Satellite Jobs Go to Army 


WASHINGTON—Two multi-mil- 

lion dollar communications satel- 
lite projects are being handed over 
to the Army, it was announced 
this week. Transfer of the $174 
million Advent project and the $23 
million Courier program from 
Defense Department’s Advanced 
Research Projects Agency to the 
Army was ordered this week by 
DOD. 
Transfer, officials explained, has 
been ordered as a result of last 
year’s decision by the Secretary of 
Defense to assign management re- 
sponsibility of all communications 
satellites to the Army. 

Both Courier and Advent were 
part of “Project Notus,”’ an ARPA 
conmimunications satellite program. 

Courier is an experimental re- 
search and development vehicle 
designed to provide a delayed re- 
peater satellite at a 650-mile alti- 
tude, near-equatorial orbit. As a 
delayed repeater, which stores in- 
formation until commanded to 
transmit rather than relaying it di- 
rectly, the 500-pound Courier 
could provide a trunking capability 
for “store-and-forward” messages 
in an eventual world-wide network 
of orbiting satellites. 

Courier will be able to send and 
receive simultaneously 340,000 
words in the five-minute period it 
is in range of the two ground sta- 
tions located at Fort Monmouth, 
N. J., and in Puerto Rico. The 
Army Signal Corps is responsible 
for technical direction of the sat-

motions from it, even though it 
has not been printed. Normally, 
it takes 10 days or more to print 
a list but if there are vacancies 
the Army will go ahead and pro- 
aoe without waiting for a printed 
ist. 

These types of promotions some- 
times have been referred to as 
“surprise” promotions. Actually, 
they are not. The selection list has 
been approved and the Army does 
not think it should hold up an of- 
ficer’s promotion and his boost in 
pay simply because there might be 
a jam at the printers. 

The big number of promotions 
to major will mean, of course, a 
step-up to temporary promotions 
to captain. 

History accounts for the bright 
promotion picture. By joint reso- 
lution of Congress, on 27 August 
1940, the National Guard was 
ordered into active military ser- 
vice, Induction began on 16 Sept. 
1940 and was completed 1 Oct. 
1941. This brought the current 
crop of 20-year men. 

The Guard brought into federal 
service a total of 300,034 men in 
formed and trained units com- 
prising 18 compat divisions, as 
well as 143 non-divisional units. 

Divisons called up, all infantry, 
were the 26th, 27th, 28th, 29, 30th, 
S3lst, 32d, 33d, 34th, 35th, 36th 
37th, 38th, 40th, 41st, 43d 44th and 
45th. 

It is estimated that more than 
75,000 NG enlisted men became 
commisioned officers during 
World War II, either by being 
graduated from officer candidate 
schools or by battfield commis- 
sions. 

On 30 June, 20 years ago, the 
ORC consisted of 104,228 officers 
and 3233 enlisted men, although 
the units were largely paper or- 
ganizations.

Officials said they expect the 
satellite vehicle launchings to 
take place on the Atlantic Missile 
Range at Cape Canaveral.

Fort Knox Hospital Installs 
Liquid Oxygen Converter 


FORT KNOX, Ky—A_ 35,000 
cubic-foot-capacity liquid oxygen 
converter, one of the first of its 
kind at a military hospital and 
the first in the Second Army 
area, has been installed at Ire- 
land Army Hospital at Fort Knox. 

The new unit provides a con- 
stant supply of unlimited amounts 
of gaseous oxygen at uniform 
pressure by converting liquid 
oxygen delivered in mobile trans- 
ports. 

The high purity gas is supplied 
to each patient’s room and to all 
operating, emergency, delivery 
and recovery. rooms by direct 
pipeline, according to Col. K. A. 
Brewer, hospital commanding 
officer. 

The hospital, which previously 
relied on oxygen supplied in 
gaseous form in bulky, high- 
pressure tube trailers, uses more 
than 40,000 cubic feet of oxygen 
every month for inhalation ther- 
apy, Brewer said. 

The new liquid conversion 
equipment will save a space, 
provide a greater reserve sup- 
ply, increase safety and re- 
duce handling costs substan- 
tially, he said. An auxiliary 
reserve cylinder system is 
maintained for emergencies.

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SEEING THE WORLD 
Tourist Business Looking ‘Up’ 
At Nation's Missile Progress

HE “Wonders” of the world are changing fast these days. Echo’s recent whirls 
around the globe have perhaps caught more eyes than all of the ancient and modern 
“wonders” combined. People by the millions are ocanaing the ome for vehicles. Thov- 
sands gather around the ae * 
launching bases for a hopeful 
glimpse of a blast. 


Most compelling, however, so 
far as military tourists are con- 
cerned, are the rapidly growing 
missile and rocket exhibits spring- 
ing up around the country. 

Pioneering the spectacular de- 
velopment in missile sightseeing 
is Washington’s Smithsonian In- 
stitution. And by the end of 
this year about as many people 
will have seen the Smithsonian 
exhibit as the Washington Mon- 
ument. 

The show pieces are scattered 
through several buildings includ- 
ing an aircraft annex. The Smith- 
sonian, which houses the first 
Wright model, now stars such 
newcomers as the towering Atlas 
and Jupiter missiles and such pio- 
neers of manned space flight as 
the X-1, the first ship to fly faster 
than sound (see other story this 
issue for more on the X-1 and 
other research aircraft). 

Center of the show is the Air- 
craft Building and its front yard. 
Stars of the display, the ones en- 
trancing hundreds daily, are the 
towering silver Atlas and Jupiter 
missiles. 

More than 15,000,000 will visit 
the Smithsonian this year. And a 
large portion of the visiting mul- 
titudes will be looking at two his- 
toric pieces contributed by the 
Army and Air Force.

Those important new rules on 
selection of movers of service- 
men’s household goods, which all 
military travelers will want to 
check, will go out to stateside and 
overseas commands very soon. 

December 1 is the starting date 
of this program which aims to im- 
prove service, reduce gripes. 

Under the changes, to appear as 
revised chapter 217, AFM 75-2, and 
as yet un-numbered directives of 
other services; moving companies 


providing “outstanding service” 
will get more household goods 
business. Transportation officers 
will evaluate service rendered 
and consider these things: appear- 
ance and courtesy of the movers’ 
personnel, adequacy and clearli- 
ness of equipment, promptness of 
shipment, handling of admistra- 
tive details, quality of packing ma- 
terials and service, and reactions 
to emergency or change. 

Instructions also will state 
that when a carrier fails to meet 
minimum service standards or 
resorts to unethical practices, he 
will be suspended. 

Instructions will list types of in- 
fractions, recommend suspensions 
as follows: 20. days for first of- 
fense, 90 days for the second, and 
180 days for the third. Improper 
packing, slow claims settlement, 
use of dirty packing materials 
and vans, discourtesy, damage, and

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LEHIGH ACRES, Fla. — Thirty- 
eight survivors of the Bataan 
Death March recently held their 
First Annual Reunion in Lehigh 
Acres, coming from Georgia, Texas, 
Connecticut, Michigan, and various 
cities throughout Florida. 

Dan C. Irwin of Fort Myers, 
Fla., was the instigator and or- 
ganizer of this first prisoner of 
war survival group. It was Dan’s 
memory of his close ‘march’ friends 
that inspired him to organize this 
gathering of war heroes. 

In a meeting at this new 100- 
unit Motel center, it was decided 
to make this a national organiza- 
tion, not for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers, paying dues, and hav- 
ing year-to-year business sessions, 
but strictly for a social get-togeth- 
er, giving the handful of men re- 
-— a chance to meet. 

Of the 10,000 men who began 
the Death March, only 4500 sur- 
vived. It is not known at this 
time how many are still living. 
Fvery effort will be made to con- 
tact all these men and to invite 
them to attend next year’s Nation- 
al gathering. 

Many had not seen each other 
since being taken prisoner by the 
Japs on Bataan, but a hearty hand- 
shake or a clap on the shoulder 
usually wiped away the 18 years 
of separation. 

The reunion was primarily one 
of a social nature with the vet- 
erans and their families swim- 
ming, water. skiing, picnicking and 
visiting nearby tourist attractions. 

But it was also a time for ex- 
changing stories. 

Amid a country club atmosphere, 
stories that had filled a blank in 
minds since the fall of Corregidor 
sO many years ago were told over 
and over. 

Highlights of the reunion in- 
cluded a steak dinner in the Motel 
dining room and a dance held in 
the new Lehigh Acres Auditorium. 

General L. R. Stevens (Ret.), 
now living in West Palm Beach, 
Fla., was on hand to greet the men 
who served under him at Bataan. 

He had seen none of them since 
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for G.1.'s

the surrender, Including his own 
aide, Major C. L. Teske. 

The general had entered the 
Philippines Constabulary in 1910, 
and spent 38 years in the Islands, 
At the outbreak of War II, he was 
commanding the 91st Division of 
the Philippine Army and was im- 
mediately inducted into the U.S, 
Armed Forces of the Far East by 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

When the surrender came the 
General was on the west coast of 
Bataan near the town of Bagae, 
He took part in the 11-day, 60-mile 
Death March with his men. 

With nothing to eat or drink 
during all that time and enduri 
unbelievable cruelties, the men 
standing were put in box ears, 100 
to a car, and taken to Capas Tar- 
lac. They marched from there 
to Camp O’Donnell where the Gen- 
eral became ill with malaria. He 
spent four months in prison at 
Cabanatuan and then was trans- 
ferred to the famed Bilibid Prison 
in Manila. 

From there he went to Formosa 
where he spent 11 months in the 
hospital. In September 1944 he 
was moved to Beppo Prison in 
Kyushu, Japan, the southernmost 
island and from there was trans- 
ferred to Korea enroute to Man- 
churia. 

The General was finally released 
on August 17th, 1945 by the Rus- 
sians who came in from Siberia 
and liberated the prisoners. 

Also on hand at this reunion 
was Joseph W. Donahey, now liv- 
ing in Tampa, Fla., Filipino wife 
and three children. Sgt. Donahey 
was one of the organizers of the 
Tarlac Guerilla Force in the 
Philippines which harassed the 
Japs so much for four years.

KNOWN BUT TO GOD. By Quentin Rey- 
nolds.

ON 31 MAY, 1958, the massed national colors moved 
the heavy hot air. An Army chorus chanted Walt 
Whitman’s “Dirge to Two Veterans” and President 
Eisenhower spoke 26 words “On behalf of a grateful 
a I now present Medals of Honor to these two 

nknowns who gave their lives for the United States 
of America.” 

When the President sat down a priest, a rabbi and 
a minister, in Latin, in Hebrew and in English, read 
the burial rites for the dead .. . “from the sea and the 
shore, from the camp and the field, we bring .home 
our beloved dead.” 

Then from the front of Gen. Robert E. Lee’s old 
mansion the cannons commenced to bark and jump in 
the 21 gun salute. The heavy sound roared across the 
Potomac and bounced back from the granite, stone 
and concrete buildings of Washington. 


That was Memorial Day of 1958 when the Unknowns 
of World War II, and from Korea, were buried beside 
the Unknown Soldier from World War I in Arlington 
National Cemetery, on a green hillside just across the 
river from our nation’s capital city.

THAT WAS indeed a day to remember. And in this 
wonderful, and almost reverent, book Quentin Reynolds 
has captured the spirit of that occasion and what is 
more important Mr. Reynolds had caught the spirit of 
what has made Americans revere the symbolism of our 
soldier dead since the first “Known But to God” was 
buried in Arlington on 11 November, 1921. 

This reviewer earnestly objected to the burial of 
the Unknowns from World War II and the Korean 
War. .And .Mr. . Reynolds .devotes four pages of 
War. And Mr. Reynolds devotes four pages of his 
book to my objection, as published in the Saturday 
Evening Post, on the day the Unknowns were en- 
tombed beside their comrade from World War I. 


It is obvious Mr. Reynolds does not agree with this 
reviewer’s opinion that a multiplicity of Unknowns 


*- somehow cheapens the Tomb of the Unkown Soldier, 


as we have always known that national shrine. However, 
that does not change the fact that Quentin Reynolds, 
the famed war correspondent, has told a most under- 
standable story about the selection of the Unknowns 
of Arlington, and has written a moving account of 
America’s young men who have borne arms and died 
that other men might live. 

This is the kind of book, and one of the few of its 
class, that will make you feel like standing up and 
hollering “I’m glad I’m an American” before you are 
even half way through reading it.

‘THE STRANGER-than-fiction stories of real life spies 

have always been a popular subject. Unhappily, 
security or the fact that many of the heroes remained 
shadowy figures even after their retirement have given 
us only the sketchiest details of their adventures. 

This book, which spans the spy world from the days 
of Washington through the Powers case, reports on 
the lives of such classic figures as Mata Hari and Tokyo 
Rose and a host of people about whom most readers will 
never even have heard. 

The stories are all told well and few readers will 
be able to leave them without admiration and perhaps 
secret envy for the people involved. The basic essentials 
of good adventure tales run through them all. 

What may disturb some readers, however, is that 
the spies never really take on the dimensions of real 
people. The how, when and where of their stories is 
always clear and well reported. The why, which makes 
the individuals stand out, is less clear.

Epic Italian Novel 
Revised for 1960 


FONTAMARA, by Ignazio Silone, revised 
edition.

ONTAMARA is Italian for bitter fountain. Fontamara 

is also the name of an adequately christened novel 
which first saw the light of day back in 1934 and was 
hailed as an epic among revolutionary novels. Today 
it’s been given a face lifting by Italian author Ignazio 
Silone. He claims it has been “painted over as though 
it were a new canvas.” 

Such may be the case, but the new canvas looks 
pretty much like the old one with an overpowering 
central theme of a bitter conflict between Italy’s 
peasantry and the fascist government. 

But something new has been added. 

One senses that Fontamara could be a village any- 
where in the world. And you realize how easy it is for 
people like Castro to come to power, particularly in 
countries like Cuba where the few have the most, and 
the most have the least, and where the peasant is the 
peasant always, and his ruler anybody with education, 
money, or power. 





If You're in Trouble at Sea, 
Here's Book to Take Along 


SURVIVAL AT'‘SEA by G. W. R. Nicholl, 
John De Graff, Inc., New York, $6.

F IT SHOULD ever come to pass that you lose your 
ship or plane over the ocean, a copy of this book, 
along with water and food, will be the best insurance for 
recovery. 

Written by a retired Royal Navy lieutenant com- 
mander, the book covers both the history and technique 
of surviving at sea in a small boat. Included in this 
outline is the latest gear developed for this purpose. 

Along the way, Mr. Nicholl denounces the practice 
of drinking sea water and fitting life boats with engines. 

He says it has been proved by British experts that 
the length of time a man can survive is cut by several 
days if he drinks sea water. He says the early well- 
being felt after drinking salt water “masks its later 
disastrous results.” 

When.-a motor is put on a lifeboat, survivors take 
off in all directions, he said, and this complicates rescue 
efforts since such large areas must be searched. If 
they merely drift with the current, a pretty good idea 
of their location “ean be figured and they should be 
pretty much in the same spot.

Kuter Answers 
To History 


By GENE FAMIGLIETTI 


| ITS October issue, READER’S DIGEST 
takes a look at the North American Air 
Defense Command and its commander, Gen. 
Laurence S. Kuter, the man responsible for the de- 
fense of more than 10 million square miles of terri- 
tory and the lives of more than 200 million U.S, 
and Canadian citizens. The Air Force general — he 
was an Army brigadier general at 36 — has what 
may be the world’s most lonely command responsi- 
bility. In the event of attack, says the Digest, he 
has no time to ask for help, no place to pass the 
buck. Kuter is not responsible to the Air Force 
Chief of Staff, “only to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the 
Canadian Chiefs of Staff Committee — and to the 
judgment of history,” the article says. 


The current issue of INFANTRY has a spread 
on the East German army, saying that relatively 
little is “generally known about their capabilities, 
strength and armament.” The satellite force has ' 
about a 115,000-man strength, backed up by 200,- 
000 persons in various para-military organizations. 
No doubt the real force in East Germany, however, 
is the 22 Soviet divisions strategically positioned 
throughout the country. “Any comment on politi- 
cal reliability would be dangerous and presump- 
tive,” the magazine points out, “The Soviets have 
carefully selected their top officers and younger 
officers and men have been subjected to 15 years 
of Red indoctrination.” 


While most of the world’s attention has been 
focused on the Congo and Russian influence there, 
the role of the Red Chinese in Africa has been over- 
looked. Lt. (jg) I. William Zartman, a former Yale 
and Johns Hopkins instructor, discusses Communist 
China and the Arab-African area in NAVAL INSTI- 
TUTE PROCEEDINGS. The Red Chinese, he thinks, 
will not now replace western or Russian influence 
there, but are a future danger. The big attraction 
the Chinese have for Africans lies in Chinese ability 
to pass themselves off as true brothers of the Afro- 
Arabian peoples instead of fathers, tutors or bosses. 


A proposal is before the Air Force suggesting 
that Minuteman missiles be sent to sea in Liberty 
ships. Using War II cargo vessels would give the 
missile some mobility and cut costs, but the idea so 
far has D  pavhbenre little enthusiasm, MISSILE AND 
ROCKETS reports. But supporters of the plan argue 
that these ships could store and fire five to nine 
missiles and the total cost would be about 1/100 of 
a Polaris submarine. While the ships would be easy 
prey for Red subs, proponents contend that other 
warships would be able to protect them. 


Association of the U.S. Army magazine, ARMY 
is out with major portions of each address at the 
recent national AUSA meeting. Among the defense 
items requested by the association were a million- 
man Army, faster modernization of weapons, and 
a better airlift. Another resolution calls for a 700,- 
000-man National Guard and Reserve force. 


Marshall K. McClelland, a World War II Stars 
and Stripes correspondent, recalls in the VFW 
magazine “the most remarkable, the most colorful, 
the most heroic” guerrilla in the Philippines. 
Known as Edward Azachie to the Japanese, he 
was actually an English engineer named Edward 
A. Robinson. His daring attacks on the Japanese 
and his skills—enabling him te make weapons, 
bombs and other war materials—caused the Japa- 
nese to put a price on his head. As tales about 
Azachie spread, he became literally seven feet tall. 
His real height is four feet eight. 


AVIATION WEEK said last week that “attempts 
to demonstrate the operational readiness and ac- 
curacy of the first U.S. ICBM, the USAF-Convair 
Atlas, have been disappointing.” Three recent tries 
to fire the Atlas have failed. To show how fast 
things change today, the Atlas was fired 9000 miles 
to a predetermined target area as the publication 
was on the newsstands.

Mark Watson 
of the Baltimore Sun discusses the M-60 tank and 
an Air Force general writes about “Airlift. — The 
Weak Link.”

JAZZ MUSIC 





Another Dull Rehash 
Of Lively Art Form 


By TOM SCANLAN 


AZZ IS EXCITING but most books on jazz are pedan- 
tic and dull. “The Anatomy of Jazz” by Leroy Os- 
transky is no exception (University of Washington Press, 


365 pages, $4.75). 


The author winds up his first 
chapter by saying “jazz in the 
forties finally became a fit sub- 
ject for serious study, and stu- 
dents of jazz were now able to 
ask, “What is jazz?’” I nearly put 
the -book down right there. 

But this is not a bad book, 
particularly for the newcomer 
to jazz. Unlike many other jazz 
books, it has no idiotic axe to 
grind and although the author’s 
personal enthusiasm for the sub- 
ject. does not come through, he 
undoubtedly knows more about 
music than most people who 
write about jazz. 

The book has its fair share of 
questionable opinion presented 
as fact, yet the regurgitation of 
jazz history is close to par, 
though perhaps dreadfully pedes- 
trian to anyone deeply con- 
cerned with jazz. 

Yd say the major trouble 
with the book is that it reads 
like too many papers written 
by Ph. D and M. A. candidates 
in graduate schools, meaning 
papers that have little origi- 
nality and are approved in 
part by the number of refer- 
ences they contain (because 
references indicate time spent 
on research). 

Too many of the quotations in 
the book seem to be mere pad- 
ding. The second chapter, en- 
titled “Toward a Definition of 
Jazz,” is a case in point because 
it is almost entirely a rehash of 
that which is hardly worthy of 
rehash.

OSTRANSKY, who has a Ph 
D, teaches and writes music, 
heads a jazz appreciation class, 
and organized a college work- 
shop jazz band, has few stimu- 
lating ideas of his own to offer, 
for either the jazz neophyte or 
the “serious” jazz enthusiast. He 
is no “new voice” in jazz criti- 
cism but merely another in a 
long line of majority thinkers 
who don’t want to depart from 
the gospel as handed down from 
previous jazz commentators, 
many of whom are suspect. He 
is, for example, typically quick 
to pigeonhole jazz into schools 
(cool, hard bop, and what have 
you). 

His factual mistakes are un- 
derstandably those common to 
so-called jazz historians. He is 
all wet, for example, when it 
comes to Charlie Christian and a 
rythm section. The reason why 
the guitar was dropped from 
many “modern era” rhythm 
sections had absolutely nothing 
to do with his death because 
the great Charlie Christian, great 
as he was, was not a finished 
section man. The reason why 
the guitar began to be left out of 
rhythm sections had more to 
do with the disinterest modern

Rules for defensive play are a 
valuable guide when you have 
nothing better to go by. 

West opened the four of hearts, 
and dummy played the eight. What 
should East do? 

There’s-no use asking this ques- 
tion in the average game. East has 
already followed the old rule— 
“Third hand high’—and has put 
up the ten of hearts. 


This hamstrings the defense, for 
they can get only three heart 
tricks. 


South wins the first trick with 
the jack of hearts and tries the 
club finesse. East takes the king 
of clubs and returns a heart. This 
gives West three heart tricks—but 
East can never get his last heart. 

South is then ready to take the 
rest of the tricks. He scores game 
and rubber with a grateful nod to 
East. 

Was it reasonable for East to play 
the ten of hearts at the first trick, 
or should he have known that this 
play would give South the contract? 

A difficult question to answer. 
If a bell rings when you must make 
a crucial play, you will usually 
make the right decision. Since no- 
body rings a bell you often make 
a careless or habitual play just be- 
cause you weren’t aware that you 
had a problem. 

You should sit up, however, 
when your partner leads fourth- 
best of a suit in which you hold 
four tiny cards and one good card. 
If you waste your one good card, 
you may lose a trick. 

If East plays low at the first 
trick of this hand, he will still have

| Historical Event 
Of the Week 


“The battle lasted onli 
thirty - seven minutes”— 
Clyde H. Metcalf. 


In his “History of the United 
States Marine Corps,” Col. Met- 
calf tells the story of one of the 
shortest battles on record—an 
intensive action in Nicaragua on 
4 October 1912. Unrest had 
prevailed in Nicaragua for years, 
with frequent changes of govern- 
ment, constant confusion, and re- 
peated danger to American citi- 
zens. Two of them had been 
tortured and executed in 1909, 
By 1912 we intervened. At the 
request of the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment the State Department 
directed our forces to assume 
responsibility for keeping the 
railroad across the country open. 

The rebels held Coyotepe hill 
outside Masaya and dominated 
the railroad. Native forces tried 
repeatedly to drive them out, 
but failed. Our attack was sud- 
den and swift, and although there 
were sOme casualties, was an 
unexpected success. The rebels 
abandoned their strong entrench- 
ments and fled into Masaya. By 
mid-October the revolt was 
squelched. We maintained a 
strong legation guard there un- 
til 1925, which played an im- 
portant part in getting the coun- 
try into a settled condition.

WASHINGTON — The fifth of the 
“American Credo” stamps will be issued 
in New York City on November 19. It will 
feature a quotation from Abraham Lincoln, 
“Those who deny freedom to others deserve it 
not for themselves.” The stamp will be issued 
in conjunction with the 12th annual National 
Postage Stamp Show sponsored by the American 


Stamp Dealers’ Association. 


Special dedicatory ceremonies will be held 
the evening of November 19 at a banquet at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel sponsored by the National 


Urban League. The banquet will 
represent the climax of the 
League’s Golden Jubilee Celebra- 
tion and will mark “Equal Oppor- 
tunity Day.” 

The Lincoln Credo stamp will 
follow the same design as others 
in the series. Printing will be in 
red and green on the Giori 
Press. The initial order calls for 
120 million stamps to be re- 
leased in panes of 50. 

Collectors wanting first day 
covers of the new stamp may 
send orders to the Postmaster, 
New York 1, N.Y 


WEST GERMANY. Gen. 
George Catlett Marshall, states- 
man and military leader, is the 
subject of a stamp scheduled for 
release by West Germany on Oc- 
tober 16, 

General Marshall’s fame is in 
many fields. He was Chief of 
Staff, Secretary of Defense and 
Secretary of State. In 1953 he 
was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize for his sponsorship of 
America’s Marshall Plan aid to 
postwar Europe. 


During War II Marshall had 
direct charge of tlhe mobilization, 
organization, equipping and 
training of the greatest military 
force in history. He accompanied 
President Roosevelt to all his 
famous conferences and came to 
know initimately the various al- 
lied military leaders and their 
policy makers. 

His exploits in War II would 
take volumes to cover. On De- 
cember 16, 1944, he was given 
the newly-created topmost rank 
of General of the Army. At war’s 
end his famous plan for rebuild- 
ing Europe helped millions of 
starving people, especially in 
Germany. 

It is in appreciation for this 
help that West Germany is tak- 
ing this opportunity to pay trib- 
ute to him by featuring him on 
a postage stamp. 

The World Wide Philatelic 
Agency reports the main feature 
of the stamp is a sculptured head 
of the general, On the right side 
is October 16, 1959 (date of his 
death) and on the left is his 
name. The stamp is a 40-pfen- 
nig value printed in blue and 
black. 

The West German government 
quotes a citation Marshall re-

ceived from President Truman in 
its appraisal of his role in world 
affairs: “Statesman and soldier, 
he had courage, fortitude and 
vision, and best of all a rare self- 
effacement. His standards of 
character, conduct and efficiency 
inspired the nation and the 
world.

In the Twilight Zone 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


|S pewertge AN EAR toward the conversations of the eco- 
nomic pundits, as one walks through the marts of trade 
this past week, one feels that this is a period of transition 


or, perhaps, if transition is 
too specific, let us say a twi- 
light zone. If one asks, “Watch. 
man, what of the night?” there 
will be no answer. 

We appear to be still lingering 
on a plateau, our purses unopened, 
but grasped expectantly. 

Does that mean anything? I 
think so. Listen to this loud and 
factual whisper that comes from 
the canyons of Wall Street:— 

“Small investors, whose enthusi- 
asm for the stock market has been 
practially unquenchable in the last 
few years, now seem to be heading 
for the sidelines us stock prices sag 
in the latest of a series of 1960 
declines.” 

That was some two weeks ago 
and there appears to be no change 
in the attitude of “small investor” 
(odd lot buyers we’re called — 
one to 99 shares—in the Wall 
Street lingo). This hesitancy on 
the part of the public is hailed by 
the cynics as a sign that the mark- 
et is going up based on the not-al- 
together-scientific theory that “the 
public is always wrong about the 
market.” 

Psychologically the theory may 
hold—statistically, mot always. 
Factually, we know that, in the 
last month or so, these enthusi- 
astic buyers, disappointed with the 
lower Dow-Jones averages, did do 
an about face Odd lot purchases 
had exceeded sales by as high as 
40% in some weeks. After the con- 
tinual decline purchases dropped 
almost to the leve! of sales. Mu- 
tual funds, which are acquired 
largely by the odd lot bracket, gen- 
erally felt the effects of this wari- 
ness. 

” - « 

WHETHER or not the public is 
wrong in its pessimism, the small 
investor’s optimism, or lack of it, 
does represent a very definite fac- 
tor in influencing stock prices, if 
only temporarily, whether it is, in 
itself, purely emotional or based on 
a clairvoyant sense of future 
values. 

Most of the signs which meet 
the layman’s eye seem to point 
downwar rather than upward. 
However, after carefully mixing 
the opinions of the professionals 
and adding just a dash of the bit- 
ters of disinterested comment, the 
potion obtained is t.ot entirely un- 
pleasant to this writer who does 
not claim to be a connoisseur. 

As to this combination of ob- 
servations, let me quote the Sep- 
tember’s Monthly Letter of the

AKRON, Ohio. — A $2 million contract for additional work on 
the Army’s Nike Zeus anti-missile system has been awarded to Good- 
year Aircraft Corp. 

The contract calls for development of advanced manufacturing 
techniques and tooling for volume production of components GAC 
now is fabricating manually in the research and development phase of 
the project. 

Awarded by the prime contractor, Western Electric Co. of New 
York, the contract brings to approximately $40 million the value of 
the Zeus contracts GAC is handling for Western Electric and the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories at Whippany, N.J. The New Jersey firm 
is directing the design and development of the system. 

For the research model of the system — installed at White Sands 
Missile Range, N.M. — the Akron firm designed, made and erected a 
110-foot diameter spherical radome structure containing 445 triangu- 


lar fiberglass-reinforced plastic panels attached to a wended random 
space-frame. 





THE PROTECTIVE STRUCTURE, weighing 220,000 pounds and 
covering a surface area of 32,813 square feet, was built to withstand 
temperatures ranging from minus 65 degrees to plus 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The dome houses the system’s acquisition radar receiving anten- 
na, furnished by GAC, and contains the world’s largest lens for 
focusing radio frequency energy. The lens, developed jointly by 
Bell Telephone Laboratories and Goodyear Aircraft, is the first 
large scale application of the Luneberg lens concept. 

The lens rests on another mammoth structure furnished by GAC 
— a base made of tons of steel with steel tubing ranging up to eight 
inches in diameter.

Warning Site at Thule 
Gets Air Conditioning 


HOUSTON, Tex.,—The Eskimos 
around the ballastic missile early 
warning site near Thule, Green- 
land, can be excused if they’re 
wondering what will happen next.

Nike Ajax Course Phased Out 


FORT BLISS, Tex.—Taps 
have sounded at McGregor 
Range, N.M., in the air de- 
fense missile officers basic 
course, where recently the 
last group of officers to re- 
ceive exclusive training on 
the Nike Ajax graduated, and 
Site Number One became a 
thing of the past. 

Upon firing of the last Ajax 
missile, the instructors immediate- 
ly began to dismantle the radar 
and missile equipment for move- 
ment back to Fort Bliss. 

From now on, all instruction on 
the Nike Ajax will be conducted 
in the Nike universal course. There 
will be no special course on the 
Ajax alone. The Army Air De- 
fense School at Fort Bliss is the 
only school in the United States 
where the Ajax missile has been 
fired by officer students. 


SINCE AN OFFICER on a Nike 
site acts largely in a supervisory 
capacity, his practical training is 
aimed at teaching him jobs that 
men serving under him will actual- 
ly perform. Besides giving the of- 
ficers a clearer understanding of 
each job on a site, this training 
also helps them to keep the unit 
in a high state of proficiency in 
training on-site. 

Over 12,000 student officers have 
received training in this basic 
course, firing many missiles, of 
which a large percentage have 
been successful “kills” of radio 
controlled aerial targets (RCATS).

Returnees Get Fast Action 
On RECAP Posts of Choice 


FORT HAMILTON, N.Y.—“RE- 
CAP” (Reenlist Central Agency 
Program) is for you.” That is if 
you are not on the overage list. 

At the post reenlistment office 
at Fort Hamilton, where the camp 
or post of your choice awaits you 
if you are returning from overseas, 
a team of career counselors are “on 
the job,” under the supervision of 
Capt. Rita P. Danton, reenlistment 
officer. 

This is the only reenlistment 
center on the east coast for over- 
seas returnees. Some 144 persons 
are processed here each month. 

Through their doors pass Army 
men and women from overseas as- 
signments who are ready for reen- 
listment — and RECAP usually fits 
into their plans. 

“We make every efort to keep 
skilled men and women, with good 
characteristics, in the service with- 


out any break,” said Capt. Danton. 
She lauded her staff of four who 
process all overseas returnees seek- 
ing to reup. Permanent party at 
Fort Hamilton also sign up for new 
tours of duty here. 

Within 24 hours the reenlistee 
is on his way with orders for leave 
and a new assignment — usually 
the one requested. 

The operation is a smooth one. 
The reenlistee enters the office, is 
interviewed, his records processed, 
and a telephone call made to The 
Adjutant General for assignment. 
It’s as easy as that. And the post 
reenlistment personnel — all 
trained career counsellors — lose 
no time in completing the job and 
making the soldier or WAC happy.

|life has extra hazards for over- 
|weight-prone women, but it has 
compensations, too. For instance, 


military wives should be more 
accustomed to _ discipline, and 
they can form mutual interest 


groups more easily than civilians.” 


Wives of men in uniform 
have special weight - gaining 
hazards, she said, such as free 
diet pills which can become a 
crutch and completely ineffec- 
tive—also too much maid 
service overseas, tension caused 
by frequent moves and separa- 
tions and exotic foreign foods. 
A compulsive appetite can be 
dangerous anywhere food is 
available, and will power is the 
key to success, she said. 

Mrs. Burke compares TOPS to 
Alcoholics Anonymeus, where the 
person has to want to do some- 
thing about the problem and can 
benefit from group therapy by 
sharing the problem. 

“TOPS diets are low calorie, 
high protein,’ she said. “We 
recommend no exercises, leaving 
that up to the individual. 

“Every: woman knows of low 
calorie, high protein foods, such 
as lean meat, cottage cheese, 
skim milk, sucrose for sweetening 
and unsweetened gelatin. The 
trick is to learn to use these 
foods and fresh salads -for a 
varied menu.” 

“But warn your readers,” 
she cautioned, “TOPS dieting 
works only after a woman— 
or a man—decides te do 
something about everweight.” 
A year ago four women at Car- 
son got together and organized 
the Cheyenne Calorie. Counters— 
now there are 18 in the club and 
the women have started six more

Ingredients for dough: 1 cup but- 
ter or margerine; 1 cup sugar; 2 
eggs; 1 teaspoon vanilla extract; 4 
cups flour; 2 teaspoons baking 
powder; % teaspoun salt and % 
cup milk 


It is best to make the filling 
first. Wash and cook prunes, over- 
ing with water and cooking slowly 
for about 45 minutes, or until 
tender. Drain prunes, saving liquid, 
and cool. Remove pits and put 
through food grinder or cut into 
small pieces. Now add prune liquid, 
sugar and cardamon seeds (split 
in half) and cook urtil filling is 
about as thick as jam. Cool, then 
add vanilla (I often use rum ex- 
tract instead o: vanilla) and salt. 
Set aside until all cake layers are 
baked. 

When making the dough, work 
or cream butter until soft, add 
sugar gradually and continue mix- 
ing until very creamy. Beat eggs 
slightly, then stir eggs and vanilla 
into creamed mixture. Sift flour, 
baking powder and salt together 
and add alternately with milk to 
butter mixture. The dough should 
be firm but not stiff. Chill in re- 
frigerator a couple of hours so it 
will handle more easily. 

Start oven at 350 degrees. When 
dough is chilled enough to be 
manageable, divide it into seven 
equal portions. Roll out each 
portion very thinly on a floured 
board or on bottom of an eight- 
inch cake pan. I find the latter 
best. I use an eight-inch cake pan, 
turned upside down, to bake each 
layer on. In other words, bake on 
the bottom of the pan. Do not 
grease the pan. Bake for 20 min- 
utes, or until edges are a delicate 
brown. Remove from oven and 
slide cake off bottom of pan with 
the help of a spatula; Cool on wire 
gack or on. brown paper. 

Baked layers should not be more 








than %-inch in thickness and they 
should be very hard. Spread prune 
mixture (when cake has cooled) 
between layers and pat each down 
gently with your hand to make the 
many thin layers of cake blend with 
the fruit filling. 


Wrap cake rather tightly in a 


dry cloth or in foil, so moisture | 


from the filling mellows the cake. 
Let it age several days. 
This cake may be stored in a 
refrigerator for weeks.

pe young Army wife skillfully balanced a cup of coffee 
on her knee while she bit into the blueberry muffin. She 
smiled timidly at the strange women around her—but her 
mind was at home. The baby had been teething and cross, and 
she had hated to leave him with the baby sitter. How ever, 
this coffee was a get-together for the newly arrived wives, 


and she felt that she “ought 


to” attend. Then, from here, 


she would rush home for just a few minutes before dashing 
out for the club luncheon. “It’s the first one, and everybody 


is sort of expected to go,” a neighbor had informed her. . 


If we could soar through the 
October sky and get a satellite’s- 
eye view of Army posts all over 
the world, I think we’d see a huge’ 
whirlwind of social activity at 
every one, in the midst of which— 
spinning limply—would be a group 
of bemused, and somewhat bed- 
raggled, Army wives. Because it’s 
autumn, and suddenly there’s a 
big surge of activity ... coffees, 
luncheons, teas, bridge parties .. . 
the Army wife flits from one to 


another, gracious, smiling and 
friendly. It’s fun, at first, but all 
of a sudden one day, she realizes 
she is tired of washing breakfast 
dishes at noon, of making the 
beds at three, and of eating tuna 
fish in order to pay the baby 
sitter. 


Oh, it has nothing to do with 
the other wives—they’re friend- 
ly and she likes them, and she 
realizes they’re in the same 
kettle of fish—but it’s the NUM- 
BER of activities she seems re- 
quired to attend that accounts 
for the change of attitude; also, 
that annoying feeling of being 
pressured “to do her part.” 
Parties seem to lose their pur- 
pose, and she wonders, are they 
worth the energy? 

“To do my 


part” about a year 
ago, I volunteered to telephone a 
segment of service wives whose 
|husbands all work for the same 
| organization, to attend a monthly 
luncheon. These luncheons are 


held ata central point near Wash- 
ington, but since the Washington 
suburbs cover a vast area, this 
“central point” often means a 10- 
mile drive. Baby sitters are hard 
to find during the day, so out of 
a possible 75 wives, only about 20 
attend regularly. Yet, month after 
month a rotating group of hostesses 
works for hours on decorations, 
programs and luncheon for this 
generally reluctant group. 

The chairman advised me: “Tell 
them the general’s wife is model- 
ing this month.” I sympathized 
silently with the general’s wife 
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fitting this chore into her already 
busy schedule, but nevertheless 
did as I was bid. Of the 24 names 
on my calling list, only four ac- 
cepted. 

I asked the chairman, “Why 
continue these luncheons?” “I 
don’t know,” she replied, “I 
guess no one has ever suggested 
cutting them out.” ne 
So many lukewarm activities 

continue for this reason .. . meet 
again simply because it has been 
one month since the last meet- 
ing .. 

Bridge is relaxing—if you enjoy 


it. Bowling is good exercise—if 
you like the game. Women’s 
luncheons are fun since you don’t 
have to wash dishes afterward. It’s 


friendly to get to know the people 
your husband works with. 

But how much pressure should 
an Army wife sustain in making 
her decision as to whether she 
wishes to attend these functions?

TOPAy, as they have in the past, 
the theorists are filling untold 
pages with limited versus all-out 
war concepts. The limited war 
school of thought holds that the 
Western world will be faced by 
Korean War type actions as the 
Communist attempt to achieve 
world domination by a bite at a 
time. Those who visualize an all- 
out war foresee a terrifying attack 
and counter - attack employing 
weapons of mass destruction. 

In either event, the trained 
marksman with his firearm will 
play a vital part as long as one 
nation attempts to impose its will 
on another. 

General Lemnitzer, our next 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, recently said: 

“In any type of military opera- 
tion, one thing that has not 
changed is the importance of the 
soldier’s mastery of his individual 


weapons, fundamentally, the rifle. 
In_fact, this importance has in- 
creased. As for the infantryman 
himself, the rifle is still his basic 


weapon. We must not forget that 
the military purpose of war is to 
achieve controi over land and the 
people who live on it. The ulti- 
mate measure of the control which 
has been attained is the area 
dominated by the infantryman 
with the fire of his individual 
weapon. In the final analysis, the 
success with which that domina- 
tion is established, maintained, and 
extended depends in large part on 
the soldier’s mastery of his rifle.”

WELL AND GOOD. But how 
do the National Rifle and Pistol 
Matches contribute to our military 
preparedness for limited or all-out | 
war’ 

Only a few years ago the M-1; 
rifle — the Garand — was known 


as a “klunker.” Today it outshoots 
the finest bolt-action match target 
rifle. 

It used to be popular to proclaim 
that it was easier to hit the target 
by throwing the .45 service pistol 
than by shooting it. Today, fabu- 
lous scores — 294 out of 300 — are 
being credited to this service hand- 
gun firing service ammunition. 

Much of the credit for develop- 
ing fine target weapons from the 
service rifle and pistol must go to 
the National Matches, and the keen 
competition associated with this 
marksmanship -training endeavor.

tol marksmanship itions. 
The final tests are at the National 
Matches. 

The services have all worked to 
impfove the “slit behind the bolt” 
as well as the bolt-itgelf. These im- 
proved marksmanship techniques.

tional Matches by the Small Arms 
Firing Schools conducted by the In- 
fantry School, Fort Benning, Ga.

expense. Match-condi- 
tioned weapons, service ammuni- 
tion and ordnance maintenance 
services are provided by the Chief 
of Ordnance, Department of the 
Army, to those in attendance. 

Sponsored by Congress, the 
Small Arms Firing Schools train 
civilians and military personnel 
as competent marksmen and to 
serve as qualified firearms instruc- 
tors upon returning to their homes 
and stations. Thus, the objective 
of improving marksmanship among 
the population is achieved. 

The latest marksmanship tech- 
niques and instruction: procedures 
are presented by a well qualified 
group of Army personnel from the 
Infantry School, and the thou- 
sands of regulars, reserves, na- 
tional guard, police and civilians in 
attendance put the lessons into 
practice on the firing line.

ONCE THE firearm is accurized 
and the shooter trained, the am- 
munition must do its part. Keep- 


in firearms and. shooting tech- 
niques—and the efforts to improve 
never cease—service ammunition 
has been a most important factor 
in higher and higher scores.

THE ARMY’S victory was the 
result of five years of hard labor 
in developing men, weapons, am- 
munition into a near perfect shoot- 
ing* combination. Army’s. back- 
breaking efferts were motivated 
by several factors. 

The first, and most’ important, 
was the realization that, as indi- 
vidual combat marksmen, the 
American-in the Korean War left 
much to be desired. 

It was General S. L. A: Marshall 
who wrote in “Men Against Fire” 
that it required 30,000 rounds of 
small arms ammunition to inflict 
one casualty on the enemy! This 
is a far cry from the Battle of 


New Orleans in the War of 1812, 


or the Battle of Cold Harbor — 
where Lee’s veterans inflicted 
7000 casualties on Grant in 20 min- 
utes. 

Too, the Army thought it should 
be the leader in rifle and pistol 
skills, For entirely too many 
years the Marine Corps — with 
their dedication tu small-arms pro- 
ficiency — had dominated the com- 
petitions. They were imbued 
with the idea that, as shock troops, 
they had to be “hard chargers” 
with their personal weapons to 
achieve their tasks in war.

Reflectors Help 
To Protect Deer 
From Autoists 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.—The most 
formidable enemy to the survival 
of 36 deer turned loose at Redstone 
Arsenal earlier this year may be 
the automobile. 

But. Sgt. Buford Harrison, pest 
game warden, thinks he has solved 
the problem. 

He has equipped the deer with 
reflectors, visibile fore and aft, so |

Dependent Accidents 


WASHINGTON — The Army 
has reported that last year ac- 
cidental injuries caused 30 
soldiers’ dependents to be ad- 
mitted to Army hospitals every 
day. On top of that, 700 depend- 
ents required outpatient treat- 
ment every day last year as a 
result of accidents 

Concerned with this problem, 
the Army has steppeed up its 
accident safety program and has 


safety suggestions to educa- 
tional directors in all overseas 
areas. Schools overseas were 
selected, the Army said, as a 


test of the effectiveness of this 
materia] and because they were 
lecated in environments which 
do not have the favorable safety 
climate which exists in most 
communities in this country. 

More than 50,000 dependents 
are enrolled in dependent 
schools oveseas, and the Army 
hopes to prove the value of its 
safety program by cutting down 
on accidents in this group.“The 
Army’s report said that the ob- 
jective of the safety program is 
r not to “restrict desirable activi- 
ties which contain some element 
of risk.” The ideal is to teach 
habits and &kills which will 
allow free, but accident-proof 
sent educational material and 
activity.

As an example, he referred to 
that part of the Communications 
Zone Europe, located in France 
and western Germany as it existed 
at the outbreak of the Korean War 
compared to what it is today. In 
1950-51, tremendous amounts of 
supplies were dumped into France 
from closing depots located in close 
proximity to the Iron Curtain. This 
influx of supplies created logistical 
and administrative problems of 
such magnitude that a major over- 
hauling of the existing supply sys- 
tem was necessary. Years of plan- 
ning and preparation are begin- 
ning to pay off with the resulting 
system of more effective supply 
and control procedures. 

Gen. O’Neil]l concluded by ask- 
ing the group to bear in mind 
three factors during the course 
and in their normal jobs as top- 
level logisticians. “The primary 
mission of logistics personnel is to 
supply the man at the front. Logis- 
ticians are the only people that can 
make money for the Army in sav- 
ings due to efficiency, control and 
careful management. All logis- 
ticsians must keep the brain  fac- 
tor or human element dominant 
in this age of mechanization.” 

The class he addressed consists 
of 68 top-level civilians in govern- 
ment employ, and 28 military per- 
sonnel of which seven are Allied 
officers. The Allied officers repre- 
sent Germany, Thailand, Italy, and 
Korea.

AMU Teams 
To Compete 
In Greece 


FORT BENNING, Ga.— 
Eleven members of the Army 
Advanced Marksmanship 
Unit will compete in the 1960 
International Military Sports 
Council meet at Athens, 
Greece, in November. 

Four pistol and four rifle shoot- 
ers of tue unit, in addition to the 
commander and coaches, will meet 
teams from among 22 other na- 
tions of the Free World in the 
shooting events of the annual meet 
sponsored by the council. 


The Council (CISM) conducts 
the annual contests in most sports 
included in the Olympic Games, 
plus specialties such as military, 
aeronautical and naval pentath- 
lons. Competitions are held in var- 
ious host member countries decid- 
ed by delegates to an annual gen- 
eral meeting. 

CISM was formed in 1946 as the 
Allied Forces Sports Council, with 
12 member nations led by the 
U. S., and changed to the Inter- 
national Military Sports Council in 
1948. 

Heading the U. S. team at 
Athens will be Col. Robin G. Mont- 
gomery, AMU commander and 
chief of the American shooting del- 
egation. 

Rifle shooters and team cap- 
tain, who will fire a course sim- 
ilar to the Olympic course at 300 
meters, will be Capt. Thomas W. 
W. Atwood, team captain; Ist Lt. 
Tommy G. Pool, ist Lt. Gordon B. 
Rogers Jr., M-Sgt. William E. Kril- 
ling, and Sgt. Charles D. Davis. 

Pistol team captain and shooters 
are Ist Lt. Harry A. Lucker, cap- 
tain; SFC William B. Blankenship, 
MSgt. Richard M. Stineman, SFC 
Arthur G. Ogden and SFC Aubrey 
E. Smith. They will fire a 25-meter 
Olympic course. 

Purpose of the competitions is 
to increase good will and military 
relations between the member na- 
tions, promote physical training 
through international competition, 
and provide a proving ground for 
future military star competitors 
in various sporting events. 

Rules of the council call for use 
of the weapons of the host nation. 
Time and weapons are provided for 
familiarization and practice by na- 
tions not armed with similar rifles 
or pistols. The Greek Army is 
armed with the M1 rifle now stand- 
ard in the U. S. 

A unique system is used in 
the shooting events, where wea- 
pons are sealed in boxes with 
enough ammunition to complete 
the authorized practice and the 
matches. Teams draw for the boxes 
by number. Trigger guards are al- 
so sealed, and maintenance is 
greatly limited. 

Weapons must be fired just as 
they come from the box. In case 
of a malfunction another may be 
substituted, but the first one may 
not be taken apart and repaired. 
In this manner each team has all 
the advantages of every other 
team, with no “gunsmithing” edge 
going to the team most familiar 
with the weapons. 

The U. S. shooting contingent 
will depart for. Athens * from Mc- 
Guire AFB, NJ:, T November, stop 
at Frankfort, Germany, and arrive 
in Athens 10 November: They will
